A seven-to-one shot came home 
this week and all Newmarket 
will benefit from it. A test-hole 
being drilled at Cotter St. devel- 
oped into a gushing flow of 
water that yesterday was run- 
ning 765 gallons to the minute. 

In seven different spots, be- 
fore the present strike, in the 
last couple of years, test-holes 
have been drilled, and only the 
Green Lane produced a good 
flow. However, the town coun- 
cil shied at developing the Green 
Lane well because of the cost 
and the fact that its flow of 
water would run against the 
town mains and stir up both 
sediment and a great fuss from 
the citizens. 



It is expected that the Cotter 
St. flow may be stabilized at 
about 500 gallons a minute and 
the town can pump whatever 
water it needs. "Practically our 
only expense is the well," Dep- 
uty-Reeve Joseph Vale told The 
Era. Town mains are at hand 

to transport the water through- 
out the town, he said. 

"The water tastes good and 
looks good," said Councillor A. 
D. Evans, chairman of the Water 
and light committee. "However, 
we don't want to make any pre- 
dictions now." 
_ Deputy- Reeve Vale and Coun- 
cillors Evans, chairman, and J. 
L. Spillettc comprise the town 
water and light committee, which 
is in charge of the operations.

A WAGE INCREASE 
FOR FARMERS 

Farmers are credited With a unity of thought, 
singleness of purpose and closeness of organiza- 
tion to which they are not entitled when we who 
print what v/e write Speak glibly of "farmers* 1 
without the modification of "some" or "most"' or 
"all." 
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,: For example, the Fort Erie Times-Review 
declares: "Farmers want the public to buy more 
Of their products — und at higrter prices. At the 
. \s»me time they conduct campaigns to have the 
wages of industrial workers lowered. Perhaps 
Pnaroah's command that Israel make bricks 
without straw wasn't t/j unreasonable after all." 

O'jf point is that "some"' i'dimzrs may want 
higher prices and bigger sale* and at the same 
time cor-duct campaigm for a reduction of 
jadufitridl wages. Certainly "all" or even "most" 
farmers don't conduct such campaigns, and 
.responsible i&rttt leaders don't take such a posi- 
tion.

Mr. H. if. Hafin&ff), Toronto, is the president of 
pie Canadian Federation of Agriculture. In a 
recent statement Mi. Han nam said that farm 
prices had been pegged fiom going higher "at a 
time when faun produce prices are 33 percent 
lower than they were in IWj. On the other 
hjnd, labor hat been 'legislated' to receive v/ages 
on a parity with 1829 U?vi:U or better— and 
rightly 40 --arid heoce, the prices of those things 
which the Sunn producer must buy have gone 
proportionately higher in the Hiteiim." 

Note Mr. ffurmam's approval of wage r>/>lster- 
mg. "/tightly m" he says. Mr. Jfanriam of 
couhk? may be too generous. As the farmer buys 
in the domestic market and .-.<•! is at prices deter- 
mined by the export market, it is questionable 
whether he doesn't feel high industrial wages Oil 
the exjMmse side of bis ledger more than he 
benefits from them on the revenue side. 'Hie 
truth is that an increase in industrial wages is a 
decrease in farm buying power (or real wages) 
and an Increase in farm prices is a decrease in 
labor's buying |M>wer (or real wages). We 
wouldn't expect farmers to welcome an Increase 
in industrial wages any more than we would 
expect lobor to welcome a purely domestic 
increase in farm prices (an increase in world 
prices, bringing more money into the country, is 
a different matter). The problem is to strike a 
fair balance as between fellow citizens on farm 
and in factory. 

From our own point of view, we regard it as 
just as constructive to argue that farmers should 
get better returns so that they may buy more 
industrial products and urban labor may he better 
paid, as to argue that urban labor should be paid 
better wages so that they may buy more farm 
products at higher prices and farmers get better 
returns. The first plan might work, because 
P-: labor has the organization to demand a share in 

any increased prosperity on the part of Industry, 
but farmers have not the organization to demand 
better prices when labor is better able to pay. In 
fact, the present moment seems to show that 
increased farm prosperity does not follow in- 
creased industrial prosperity. 

As Professor J. L. McDougall of Queen's 

University says in the Canadian Banker of April,

On this point John Atkins fn the National 
Home Monthly says: "The city wage is almost 
three times as much as the farm income for which 
farm people work seven days a week, without 
holidays, from 12 to 16 hours per day in many 
cases, with an average farm investment of $6,000 
on which they get nothing. Then those city 
workers who earn salaries get more than wage- 
earners, and employers have their profit's in addi- 
tion to salaries." 

But Mr. Atkins is a journalist and a farmer, 
living in Muskoka, and so wc would like to turn 
back to Professor McDougall for more conserva- 
tive statements: "The census contains the final 
answer to the relative attractiveness of farm life 
under the conditions existing in the 1920*s . . . 
Between the two census dates (1921 and 1931), 
the rural areas lost about 71 percent of their 

estimated natural increase and the total move- 
ment of native-born and of immigrants who first 
settled upon the land and later moved to the cities 
was about 670,000-700,000 persons. The 1920's, 
which we now look back on as a period of rela- 
tive agricultural prosperity, was in fact one in 
which the return to rural workers was too low 
to hold them upon the land." 

Professor McDougall: "At 1911, male farm 
workers were 38.9 percent of all males gainfully 
employed. Over the five years 1911-15 agricul- 
tural income averaged 29.8 percent of the 
national income. For the five years 1915-10 it 
averaged 32.8 percent It is far from being an 
equality, but by comparison with later develop- 
ments it looks like paradise itself. . "- 

' "In 1920 agricultural income went into a decline 
from which it has never recovered #'". .At the 
bottom of the depression farm workers comprisT. 
ing .some 34 percent of all mates gainfully 
employed received about 7.1 percent 'of all income 

paid out- 1 ' -,:-..- : ;V ; • .''v~. 

Professor McDougall; "It is not realized with 
sufficient clarity how vastly different are the 
policies followed by agriculture in depression from 
those followed by the rest of the community. In 
the depressed years after 1928 farming alone of 
all the great industries of the country kept up the 
level of its productive effort. All the others 
contracted output, kept up their selling prices as 
best they could, and threw back the labor which 
such a policy made superfluous upon the general 
community to be maintained by relief or other- 
wise. From the social point of view there can be 
no comparison between the two policies. 

"The production of useful goods in the largest 
possible quantities ought to be one of the primary 
vnds of economic activity, and efforts to maintain 
a system of prices which blocks production ought 
to be unhesitatingly condemned. The conse- 
quences to agriculture of following the socially 
desirable policy have been shown above." 

Professor McDougall: "In time of war Canadian 
production is doubly valuable to Great Britain 
because it involves the shortest sea-haul. This is 
one thing on which we must not fall down, and 
we stand in danger of that very thing unless we 
allow higher returns to the farm population. The 
labor necessary to the production of these essen- 
tial war supplies will be drawn into the war 
industries before v/e realize what has happened. 
The spread in returns between the two sectors of 

the community is too great to permit any other 
result. 

"Britain . . . might be compelled to buy else- 
where if we attempted to raise prices to anything 
close to the level necessary to produce 'parity' 
agricultural income. V/e are then driven back to 
the idea of a 'split price' system in which v/e 
shall hold down our export prices, while raising 
the controllable domestic price and attempt to 
distribute the gains of such a policy to all pro- 
ducers in proportion to their production. Only 
to can we keep enough farmers on the farms to 
fulfil our commitments to Great Britain."

"Force, 
violence, hatred and bitterness 
are rampant but sooner or later 
we must learn the truth of that 
difficult commandment, 'Love 
your enemies/ 

"In the school we have counted 
the building of friendship as one 
of the most important parts of 
our job. Sometimes we become 
impatient, and want to obtain 
quick results, but in the long 
run the only way to deal with 
people is on the basis of Jesus' 
commands. 

"As you go out into the world, 
do not let your life be embit- 
tered by hate. 

'•Worship is the fourth found- 
ation stone of a full, rich and 
complete life," said Mr. McCul- 
ley. "I don't mean it in narrow 
or purely theological terms. It 
is rather a loyalty to great 
issues, great causes, great pur- 
poses, for which you are willing 
to live or die as the circum- 
stances may direct. 

"There are those who worship 
money, material success, comfort, 
luxury. One trouble with our 
world today is that individuals 
and nations have worshipped un- 
worthy gods. 

"It is my profound conviction 
•hat this universe of ours, vaster 
than our wildest dreams, more 
comnlex than the most compli- 
cated machinery that ever could 
he devised by the mind of man, 
is a universe of law and of pur- 
pose.

ASKS BIBLE STUDY ON 
SCHOOL CURRICULUM 

* 

The 116th annual sessions of 
the conference of Congregation- 
al-Christian churches of Ontario 
were held in the Newmarket 
Christian church from Wednes- 
day, June 11, until Sunday, 
June 15. 

Principal speakers were Rev. 
W. W. Schumaker, representing 
the New York Congregational 
conference. Dr. Armstrong of 
Toronto, and Dr. Geo. \V.. Shep- 
herd of China. 

Dr. Shepherd is a personal 
advisor of Gen. Chiang-Kai-Shek 
and told of the high Christian 
principles of the great Chinese 
leader, the resultant vigorous 
leadership being given the "New 
Life Movement" in China, and of 
the Christian example being set 
by the general to his people. 

The following were elected: 
president. Rev. Arthur Greer, 
Newmarket: vice-president. Rev. 
Chas. If. Way. Toronto; clerk. 
Rev. Gibson W. Brown. Stouff- 
ville; treasurer, *E. B. Hoover, 
Toronto. 

A report on social and moral 
reform was given by Cyril Ware 
of Toronto, 

"When we speak of 'reform' 
let us think of it in the sense of 

returning to that better state 
from which we have departed," 
said Mr. Ware. 

The foundation of any social 
or moral reform must be the 
Holy Bible, God's written revel- 
ation of His will for man. 

"It would be n waste of time 
and energy to seek the assistance 

of our politicians, who, with 

very few exceptions, are aclualed 
by self interests. Nor do f ex- 
pect much more from the aver- 
age adult, whose chief pursuit 
seems to be for the so-called 
pleasures of mir time. Where 
then shall wo begin? 

"The answer is plain: we must 
begin with the young, who were 
ever dear to our Saviour. 

'Therefore, I suggest two re- 
forms: the first, that n half-hour 
of Bible study be added to the 
curriculum of our public and 
high schools, m that our children 
shall acquire a thorough knowl- 
edge of God's wtfrd. By this I 
do not mean that the teacher 
shall impose ui«>n his pupils his 

own interpretations or expound 
disown doctrinal beliefs, but that 
a portion shall be read each day 
and passages, more particularly 
those dealing with God's way 
of life, shall be committed to 
memory. 

"The second reform is that 
only men and women who have 
experienced the rebirth and 
whose lives have been dedicated 
to Grid's service shall be per- 
mitted to leach in our Sunday- 
schools. 

"The movies, the comics and 

radio programs will lose nothing 
of their interest when cleansed 
of their Impurities. 

"Satan has long held rwu>'~ 

he must be ousted from bis ex- 
ulted position by Christians, who 
putting on the whole armor of 
God. go forth and fight until 
Christ hns been placed at the 
head of all human endeavor.

ASKS BIBLE STUDY ON 
SCHOOL CURRICULUM

The 116th annual sessions of 
the conference of Congregation- 
al-Christian churches of Ontario 
were held in the Newmarket 
Christian church from Wednes- 
day, June II, until Sunday, 
June 15. 

Principal speakers were Rev. 
W. W. Schumaker, representing 
the New York Congregational 
conference. Dr. Armstrong of 
Toronto, and Dr. Geo. W.- Shep- 
herd of China.

A report on social and moral 
reform was given by Cyril Ware

"When we speak of 'reform* 
let us think of it in the sense of

"The foundation of any social 

or moral reform must be the 

Holy Bible, God's written revel- 
ation of His will for man. 

"It would be n waste of time 
and energy lo seek the assistance 

of our politicians, who, with 

very few exceptions, ore actuated 

by self interests. Nor do I ex- 
pect much more from the aver- 
age adult, whoso chief pursuit 
seems to be for the so-called 
pleasures of our time. Where 
then shall we begin? 

'The answer is plain: we must 
begin with the young, who were 
ever dear to our Saviour. 

'Therefore, I suggest two re- 
forms: the first, that n half-hour 
of Bible study be added to the 
curriculum of our piddle and 
high schools, so that our children 

shall acquire it thorough knowl- 
edge of God's w<#rd. By this I 

do not mean that the teacher 
shall hnposo upon his pupils his 
own interpretations or expound 
his own doctrinal beliefs, but that 
a portion shall be read each day 
and passages, more particularly 
those dealing wilh Clod's wny 
of -life, shall be committed to 
memory. 

.•The second reform is that 
only men and women who have 
experienced the rebirth and 
whose lives have been dedicated 
to God's service shall be per- 
mitted to teach in our Sunday- 
schools. 

"The movies, the comics and 
radio programs will lose nothing 
of their interest when cleansed 

of their impurities. 

"Satan has long held sway- 
he must be ousted from his ex- 
alted position by Christians, who 
putting on tho whole armor of 
God, go forth and fight until 
Christ has been placed at the 
head of all human endeavor,"

The diagram on the left illustrates 
the construction of the well des- 
cribed in this article. The under- 
reamed chamber for the gravel wall 
increases the area for the flow of 
ground water into the well, and the 
enlarged wall of graded gravel 
permits this water to flow readily 
into the shutter screen. 

By sealing the space between the 
outer well casing and the sides of 
the drill hole with cement, the 

danger of contamination from sur- 
face water is greatly lessened. 

On the right the diagram repre- 
sents a type of v/ell that could 
become easily contaminated and 
v/ater supply lowered by clogging 
of the screen openings.

An ali-ekctrie rotary drill, one 
Of the first to be. used in Canada 
in well drilling, is at present 
operating at Newmarket, Ont- 
ario, sinking a 20 in. boring for 
an additional well v/ater supply 
for the municipality. This large 
capacity electric drill is being 
used in place of the conventional 
steam and gasoline powered 
drills for flexibility of operation 
and for economy. Taking advan- 
tage of the fact that the munici- 
pality purchases iU electric 
power on a demand basis, this 
Unit can be operated at off-peak 
periods of power consumption, 
thereby creating a substantial 
saving for the municipality. 
Usually a suitable power main 
is close at hand within the mun- 
icipal boundaries wherever this 
machine Is likely to operate, or 
at best, a lead-in connection can 
be run to the site which v/ill 
later be ysvd us the permanent 
supply line for the pumping 
station built over the well. In 
this instance, the. power supply 
line was in close proximity to 
the work. " 

The town of Newmarket is a 
thriving industrial community 
located 30 miles due north from 
Toronto, with a population of 
nearly 4,000, Three industrial 
plants are located in the vicinity 
which require large quantities of 
water (or domestic and process 
use. 'flie number of domestic 
services total 1,100, The addi- 
tion of a military training centre 
and recent activity in residential 
building has increased the daily 
water consumption from 195,000 
gals, to 300,000 gals., so that it 
has become imperative to 
establish a further source of 
supply, not only for domestic and 
industrial needs, but also for fire 
protection. 

Present Sources , 

In making the decision to in- 
stall an additional well, the 
municipal council reviewed the 
potentialities of . the existing 
system. The only feasible source 
of supply is through wells, and 
the town now has a number of 
these in operation. At the Woter 
Street location three wells in 
close proximity to each other 
give a combined discharge of 



through the town, supplies a fur- 
ther 45,000 gpd, and this water 
is pumped to the same reservoir. 
The Srigley Street well which 
was added six years ago has a 
capacity of 150,000 gpd, the 
water from, which, after treat- 
ment for iron removal, is pumped 
directly Into the distribution 
system, - 

. The .now well which Is now 
being drilled is located on Cotter 
Street, and when brought into 
production, will probably reduce 
the flow from the first mentioned 
well- on the same street. The 
capacity is . expected t o reach 
280,00$ gpd. Tito method of con- 
nection of the discharge from 
this v/ell has not yet been deter- 
mined, and .will not he decided 
unill a study hn.'i been made of 
the analysis of the water that is 

produced, ff high if) iron con- 
tent, further treatment for its 
removal will be necessary. The 
choice of location for a treatment 
plant has not yet been made, 

Drilling MetliodK 

The operation that in proceed- 
ing in drilling the new well 
presents a new departure in this 
field of v/ater v/e II drilling, and 
is an adaptation of the system 
used in the drilling for oil wells. 
The well will be of the under- 
reamed, gravel wall type, with 
an outer casing of M in., and « 
in. inner suction pipe. Over 200 
ft. of the estimated total depth 
of 250 ft. of the 20 in. boring has 
now been completed. The drill 
at this depth Is passing through 
a stratum heavy with boulders, 
which, because of the necessity of 
grinding them up, pushing them 
aside, or fishing them out with 
special tools, has slowed up the 
earlier rapid progress. 

The entire depth of the well 
will be drilled without any of 



the outer 14 in. lining being set 
in the shaft. The unprotected 
walls are held from caving or 
slumping by keeping the exca- 
vated hole filled with a liquid 
mud or slurry that is kept flow- 
ing by an 000 gpm electric pump* 
which, however, only pumps half 
this capacity of mud. From pre- 
liminary tests and from past ex- 
perience, the density of this 
liquid is determined so that a 
hydraulic pressure is maintained 
mi the walla of the boring and 
counteracts any tendency of the 
walls breaking av/ay. The mud is 
pumped down through the hol- 
low drill shafting, passing <>ul 
through orifices in the cutting 
tool, and then flows to the sur- 
face of the v/ell, carrying along 
the drill cuttings. The .overflow 
of this liquid Is run to an ex* 
cavated pond alongside the drill 
apparatus, where the ponding 
allows the heavier cuttings to 
settle out, and is then ready for 
a return trip through the circuit. 

Cement Outer Casing 
.When the rotary drill reaches 
the water-hearing stratum, the 
drill will be withdrawn, and the 
outer 14 in. welded steel casing 
inserted in the 20 in. hole. Steel 
fins are welded on the outside 
face of the pipe at intervals In 
retain the pipe in the centre of 
the boring, so that the space 
between the pipe and the walls 
of the well is kept uniform. 
Neat cement will then he [lump- 
ed down the casing through the 
liquid mud and forced up be- 
tween the pipe and the drill hole 
until all the space about the ras- 
ing has been completely filled 
from the bottom to the top nl 
the surface, encasing the pipe In 
an unbroken cement wall, in 
this method, not only Is the com- 
mon danger eliminated of the 
casing becoming perforated by 
corrosion, but the possibility of 
contamination to the v/ater sup- 
ply is materially reduced. 

With the outer easing perma- 
nently in place, the operation of 
under-roaming for the. gravel 
wall will be undertaken, This 
Js carried out by a specially 
designed hydraulic expanding 
bit which is attached to the bot- 
tom of the drill rods. It is an 
elongated barrel enclosing two 
movable steel fins. When this 
bit has been lowered below the 
bottom of the casing and rota- 
tion started, these fins expand 



out from the axis of the bit by 
hydraulic pressure produced by 
the surface pumps, and begin 
cutting out the larger chamber 
which will form the gravel wall. 
The cut material is brought to 
the surface by the liquid mud 
circulation and treated In the 
some way as has already been 
described. On completion of the 
under-reaming, the well is ready 

for the insertion of the shutter 
screen barrel, which is lowered 
into place attached to and fol- 
lowed up by tiie eight in. inner 
lining pipe. The bottom of the 
screen is sealed off by a layer of 
neat cement. 

fi ravel Wall 

A special hydraulic device is 
used to place the gravel which 
is poured down the enlarged 
gravel wall chamber in the annu- 
lar space between the inner and 
outer well casings. Cape May 
gravel is used exclusively, as it 
can In? obtained in n slate graded 
to any specified size, and is a 
wcll-ioimdcd pine .silica sand. 
When completed the screen is 
vniirvly sornunded with a gravel 
wall of uniform thickness, There 
are no thin spots where the fine 
sand can filler through to gradu- 
ally form it cavity and finally 
result in a collapse of the over- 
burden. 

The remaining work to he 
done In complete the well is 
the removal of the eight hi. i nm .r 
lining pipe which will he re- 
placed by mechanical parts of 
the vertical turbine pump to he 

attached Immediately above the 

shutter .screen. 

The work on I lie Newmarket 
waier supply well Is being 
undertaken by the International 
Water Supply Limited, of Lon- 
don, On!., by contract with the 
municipality for the well drill- 
ing aiid supply of the pump, pipe 
casing and accessories. Mr. T. 
I* McMannmna of this firm Is 
supervising the work.

ute. 
So much water hasn't been 

seen in Newmarket for a long 
time. The water seems pure and 
clear and is pleasant to taste. 

Best of all, the water is right 
there at the waterworks, making 
unnecessary any new pumping 
equipment or the laying of long 

mains.
